MISSING PAPERS 
HELD SMALL, 
HIS LAWYER SAYS 


Ban Items Begins. 


BY PARKE BROWN. 
Waukegan, II., June 6.—{Special.] 
Some of the “missing” records of 
the First Trust and Savings bank of 
Kankakee are in the possession of Gov. 
Len Small, according to a statemen nt 
made in his trial today by Attorney C. 
C. Le Forgee, his chief of counsel. | 

Gov. Small is president of the bank, 
but two months ago, during one of the 
preliminaries to the trial, Cashier 
Louis E. Beckman tegtified he could 
find no record of the governor having 
an account there until late in 1921. 
The same subject came up again today 


cashier, Roy D. Taylor. 

Assistant Attorney General James H. 
Wilkerson asked Mr. Taylor if he had 
been able to find on the bank records 
any trace of the origin of a draft for 
$60,000 with which, according to pre- 
vious witnesses, Small bought Armour 
& Co. bonds in 1918, when he was an 
employé of the state treasurer’s office 
under Fred E. Sterling. 


Here Is the Testimony. iy
